The Adams County court this 
morning turned down the re­ 
quest of the county commission­ 
ers to sell approximately two 
acres of land from the county 
home farm to Dr. J. C. and 
Florence B. Donley for $7,500. 
In an opinion handed down 
today the court ruled that it is 
“constrained to agree with the 
reasoning of the county sur­ 
veyor and to conclude that, 
taking all factors into consider­ 
ation, the proposed sale at the 
price indicated is not in the 
best interest of the county and 
that the court cannot approve 
it." 
% 
The prior county board of 
commissioners had given ap­ 
proval to sale of the two acres 
and 152 perches of land which 
would in effect “square off' 
present holdings of Dr. and 
Mrs. Donley on E. Broadway. 
The land proposed to be sold 
fronts approximately 201 feet 
on the Harrisburg Rid. and has 
a maximum depth of approxi­ 
mately 780 feet on its northern 
side. The southern line is paral­ 
lel to the northern line for a 
depth of 290 feet and then tapers 
northwestwardly for 323 feet to 
the western line which is 88 
feet long. 
STRICT INVOLVED 
At the hearing an outgoing 
member of the commissioners 
testified the land is no longer 
needed for county purposes, two 
real estate experts held that 
the $7,500 amount is “fair and 
reasonable price.** 
County Surveyor LeRoy H. 
Winebrenner however objected 
to the sale “primarily because 
the northern line of the tract 
proposed to be sold Is the cen­ 
ter line of a suggested or pro­ 
posed street running from the 
Harrisburg Rd. to Carlisle St. 
and 
running 
for 
780.8 feet 
through county land. 
According to the opinion, the 
commissioner on the stand said 
tee jaunty commissioners were 
aware of the proposed street 
but were of the belief that prop­ 
erty lines extended Ie the cen­ 
ter of a street

The court held that, while the 
granting of property lines to the 
center of a street is “usually, or 
Mien. the case." in the pres­ 
ent instance the street has not 
as yet bean laid down and there­ 
fore in order to lay out and open 
a street it would be necessary 
for the purchasers to join in the 
project or for I m municipality 
involved to condemn a portion of 
the new owner's land if a street 
is lo be built after the sale is 
allowed.

For those who must fast, eat­ 
ing between meals is not per* 
nutted,

liquids,

milk and fruit juices, are al­ 
lowed. 
The above regulations do not 
apply to those under SI and those 
59 years of age or over. Conse­ 
quently, those under ll and SS 
years of age or over may eat be­ 
tween meals and have meat aa 
often as they wish, except on the 
two days described In the regula­ 
tions. 
Everyone over seven years of 
age is bound to observe the law 
of abstinence. 
Chi days of complete abstinence, 
no one over seven years of age 
may eat meat and soup or gravy 
made from Meat. Days of com­ 
plete abstinence during Lent ara 
Ash Wednesday and all Fridays. 
EMBER WEDNESDAY 
On days of partial abstinence, 
everyone is allowed meat and 
soup or gravy made from meat 
onl yonce a day at the principal 
meal. The one day of partial ab­ 
stinence in Lent 1964 is Ember 
Wednesday, February 19. 
A dispensation from fast and 
abstinence is granted for the feast 
of St. Patrick and for Washing­ 
ton's birthday for the faithful of 
the Harrisburg diocese and aH 
within the territorial limits of the 
diocese on that day.

"NO" PEOPLE 
There are plenty of “Yes” 
people in the world. That is why 
there are so few leaders. You 
see, the leaders are made up of 
the "No” folks! The "No” man 
is the one who thinks for him­ 
self. He accepts only those 
truths and suggestions that fit 
both his conscience and his 
judgment. 
The "No” man is a fighter 
for his own rights and the 
rights of others, who are unable 
or unwUling, to fight for them­ 
selves.

"No” people are outstanding. 
They are often referred to as 
queer” or "different.”

rily different. They inspire us 
all.

us 
of 
tragedies 
ahead. They are the able and 
courtly, men and women of the 
world. 
I have a friend who has this 
Uttle word printed in big letters 
and hung over his desk — a 
silent warning to those who 
would idly intrude, or seek an 
unfair advantage upon his time 
or good nature. There is some­ 
thing definite and final to this 
little word, so often misunder­ 
stood. 
In daring to say no you issue 
a challenge aa well. And only 
the strong are able to face it!

TOKYO (AP)—Japan and the 
Soviet Union today signed an 
agreement calling for $142 mu­

Torgeir 
Brandtzaeg, 
third. 
MOST IMPRESSIVE 
America finished with one 
gold medal won by Terry Mc­ 
Dermott, a barber from Essex­ 
ville, Mich., two silvers and 
three bronzes. 
Perhaps the most impressive 
U.S. finish was in the men’s 
slalom on Saturday. Billy Kidd 
of Stowe, Vt., won the silver 
medal and Jim Heuga of Tahoe 
City, Calif., the bronze. Those 
were the first American pedals 
in men’s skiing in Winter Olym­ 
pic history.

Russia took the ice hockey ti­ 
tle after being pressed to the 
end by the Canadians, once the 
champions of them all. 
The Alpine skiing events went 
to the Alpinists with Austria’s 
Egon Zimmermann capturing 
the men’! downhill and hit coun­ 
trywoman Christi Hats taking 
the women’s event. 
Austria won ooe other Alpine 
title, and Franca took the other 
three through Francois Bonlieu 
(men’s giant alatern), Martelle 
Goitschel (women’s giant sla­ 
lom ) and Christine Goitschel 
(women's slalom). 
The Scandinavian countries 


swept all of the Nordic men’s 
events as expected with Rus­ 
sia’s Claudia Boyarskikh pick­ 
ing up three gold medals in the 
women’s division—one of them 
for a share bi the cross coun­ 
try.

Russia’! 
Lidia 
SkobUkova 
made history by becoming the 
first athlete to win four gold 
medals at a Winter Olympics. 
She scooped the pool in the 
women’s speed skating, invin­ 
cible over every distance from 
500 to 3,000 meters. 
Russia’s grasp was broken 
when the men took over, but the 
Soviet Union still picked up one 
gold, with the other three speed 
skating titles going to McDer­ 
mott, Sweden’s world champion 
Jonny Nilsson and Norway’s 
Knut Johannesen.

Dijkstra, 
overwhelming favorite for the 
figure skating title, won with 
hardly a check in her elegant 
stride.

HARRISBURG (A P)-T he big 
battle of the 1964 legislature of 
tidally begins at noon Tuesday 
when the General Assembly con 
venes in special session to con 
sider unemployment compensa­ 
tion and four other subjects.

Young and Jack E. Brown, Di­ 
rector of Employment Security 
—also plan to hit the stump per­ 
sonally in support of the pro­ 
gram. 
Basically, the Scranton plan 
calls for a $35 million increase 
in employer taxes but tightens 
eligibility requirements so that 
benefit payments are reduced by 
an equal amont. 
The plan also proposed a $5- 
a-person increase in maximum 
benefits. 
BUSINESS SUPPORT 
Business has lined up in sup­ 
port of the reform legislation 
and is expected to launch an 
organized campaign this week 
to drawn public endorsement of 
it. 
It was learned Sunday night 
at the briefing that persons in­ 
terested in reform of the unem­ 
ployment compensation law will 
contribute to the advertising 
campaign.

SENATE RACE 
AS EXPECTED 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — U.S. 
Sen. Hugh Scott, R-Pa., an 
nounced today, as expected, he 
is a candidate for reelection to 
a second six-year term. He said 
his campaign will be conducted 
as an exponent of party princi­ 
ples in which he believes, but 
without "the bitterness of un­ 
reasoning partisanship.” 
In remarks prepared for a 
news conference, Scott noted 
this is his 22nd year represent­ 
ing the people of Pennsylvania 
in the U.S. Congress, the past 
six as senator. 
"I am proud of some of the 
things I have been able to ac­ 
complish and aware that much 
still remains to be done,” the 62- 
year-old senator said. He prom­ 
ised to continue working for the 
passage of some of his pro­ 
posals, including improvements 
to the Area Redevelopment Act 
and tax relief for parents send­ 
ing their children to college. 
Scott, endorsed previously by 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Republican 
Committee in anticipation of his 
announcement, is not expected 
to have any opposition in the 
April 28 primary. 
Pennsylvania Democrats have 
endorsed Justice Michael Mus- 
manno of the State Supreme 
Court. But a primary fight is 
expected, since Philadelphia in­ 
dustrialist Milton J. Shapp says 
he mil oppose Musmanno. State 
Secretary of Internal Affairs 
Genevieve Blaff also may enter 
the Democratic primary. She 
will decide by Feb. 18.
